NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—(UP)—A 
sudden switch in the machine-like rou- 
tine of the 2xtradition proceedings 
against Bruno Richard Hauptmann, 
charged by New Jersey with murder- 
ing baby Charles Augustus Lind- 
bergh, came tonight when a supreme 
court justice opened the way for pos- 
sible presentation of fresh evidence 
in favor of the German carpenter. 

Justice Francis Martin advised 
James M. Faweett. attorney for 
Hauptmann, to go before the whole 
appellate division tomorrow for a 
hearing on:a preliminary motion to 
introduce new testimony. ; 

At 2 p. m. tomorrow, Hauptmanns 
appeal from the decision of Justice 
E. L. Hammer, denying him a writ 
of habeas corpus in New Jersey's ex- 
tradition application, is scheduled for 
argument. Fawceett,-.before that hour, 
will ask that the testimony of at 
least two new witnesses be heard be- 
fore a ruling is made on the appeal. 

The new witnesses are expected to 
testify that the carpenter worked in 
New York city until 5 p. m. on Marclr 
1, 1932. and that he was on the same 
job the following day. The Lindbergh 
baby was stolen from its crib near 
Hopewell. N. J., about 10 that night.

‘EPISCOPALIANS URGE 


U.S. FILM REGULATION 


Churchman Raps “Lack of 
Christian Influence” in 


Public Schools. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.. Oct. 18. 
(?)\—Federal regulation of the motion 
picture industry today was indorsed 
by the 5lst triennial general conven- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal 


church. 

A resolution offered by the Rev. 
George Floyd Rogers, of Asheville, N. 
C., calling for “‘supervision (not cen- 
sorship)” of films before they are 
made, was adopted by the house of 
bishops, ratifying earlier action by the 
house of deputies. 

The lack of Christian influence in 
modern public education was deplored, 
meanwhile, in a resolution offered by 
the Rev. Arthur B. Kinsolving, of 
Baltimore, which the house of deputies 
adopted. 

“Religion has been driven out of 
the public schools,” the Rev. Dr. Kin- 
solving said, “throwing the entire bur- 
den of religious education on the Sun- 
day schools.” 

In textbooks and in the classrooms, 
he declared, “there is no longer any 
mention of the word of “God.” The 
resolution calls upon the presbytery 
and laity alike throughout the church 
to recognize the responsibility for 
giving religious training to youth. 

Several attacks on the motion pic- 
ture industry followed from the floor 
when the Rogers resolution was in- 
troduced in the house of bishops. 

The Rt. Rev. Logan Herbert Roots, 
bishop of Hankow, China, declared 
the American film makers are “de- 
stroying the good name of the nation 
abroad” by sending “films too inde- 
cent to pass the censors of this coun- 
try into lands where there is no cen- 
sorship.”

KITCHEN TESTED RECEIPES 


He-man salads—the kind of salads May be garnished with whipped cream 


that, with the addition of bread or 
rolls and a hot drink, make a bal- 
anced, completely satisfying luncheon 
or supper—are always in favor with 
the housewife. And no wonder: By 
making a single dish, she prepares a 
whole meal, attractive, good to eat, 
and easy to serve. These main-dish 
salads are especially recommended for 
those Saturday luncheons when the 
man-of-the-house is at home or for 
those Sunday night suppers. 

Baked Bean and Tomato Salad. 

Eight tomatoes, peeled; 2 cups bak- 
ed beans, 1-4 cup Hellman’s double- 
whipped mayonnaise. 


Place tomatoes, stem-end down, on 
crisp lettuce. Cut tomatoes almost to 
bottom into six even wedges and press 
apart like petals of flower. Fill cen- 
ter with well-blended baked bean and 
mayonnaise mixture. Serves eight. 

Stuffed Pepper Salad. 

Three-fourths cup Hellmann’s double- 
whipped mayonnaise; 2 cups crab 
meat, flaked; 2 teaspoons onion, grat- 
ed; 1 teaspoon salt, dash of cayenne, 
1-2 cup celery, diced; 6 green pep- 
pers. 

To mayonnaise add crab meat, 
onion, salt, cayenne and celery. Cut 
2-inch slice from each green pepper, 
remove seeds and pith and place: each 
on crisp lettuce. Fill pepper slices 
with fish mixture. Serve on crisp 
lettuce with additional mayonnaise. 
Serves six. 

Salmon and Cucumber Salad. 

One-half cup Hellmann's’ double- 
whipped mayonnaise, 1 1-4 cups sal- 
mon, 1 teaspoon salt, 1 1-4 cups cu- 
cumber, diced, salted and drained, 1 
tablespoon vinegar. 

To mayonnaise add other ingredients 
in order given. Serve on crisp let- 
tuce with additional mayonnaise. 
Serves six. 

Shrimp and Asparagus Salad. 

One cup whole cooked shrimps, 24 
canned asparagus tips, 1 cup Hell- 
mann’s double-whipped mayonnaise, 1 
tablespoon chives, finely chopped; 1-2 
cup chili sauce, 1-4 cup vinegar, 2 
tablespoons Worcestershire sauce. 

Arrange shrimps and asparagus tips 
on crisp lettuce. Pour sauce, made 
by combining remaining ingredients, 
over shrimps and asparagus tips just 
before serving. Serves six. 


SHORT-CUT DESSERTS. 

The clever housewife on a busy day 
doesn’t cut down on dessert in order 
to shorten her time in the kitchen. 
Instead she chooses recipes for de- 
licious short-cuts that supply all the 
demands of the sweet tooth, but at a 
greatly reduced expense of time and 
labor on her part. Here are short- 
cut recipes made with sweetened con- 
densed milk, that need no cooking and 
can be made in five minutes, 

Peach Dainty. 

One can peaches, 1 can peach juice, 
1-4 cup orange juice, 1 tablespoon 
lemon juice, 1-2 cup sweetened con- 
densed milk. 

Place sliced peaches in six individ- 
ual sherbet glasses. Thoroughly blend 
fruit juices and sweetened condensed 
milk. Pour over peaches and chill. 
Serves six. 

Bakeless Pudding. 

One and one-third cups. (1 can) 
sweetened condensed milk, juice of 1 
lemons, 11-4 cups graham cracker 
crumbs, 2 eggs. 

Blend together sweetened condensed 
milk, lemon juice and well-heaten eggs. 
Stir until thick. Add graham crack- 


and nut meats. Serves six. 
DELICIOUS NEW GEORGIA 
SWEET POTATO DISHES. 


Stuffed Georgia Sweets. 

Three even-sized sweet potatoes, 1 
tablespoon butter, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 
1 tablespoon cream, 1-2 cup drained, 
crushed pineapple, 6 marshmallows. 

Bake potatoes, cut in halves, scoop 
out most of the contents. Mash thor- 
oughly, season with butter, salt, 
cream, add pineapple. Fill the shell. 
Slit marshmallows and stuff wit 
crushed pineapple. Place one on top of 
each half potato. Baste with pineap- 
ple juice rapidly boiled for a moment. 
Brown under broiler flame. Serves six. 

Sweet Potatoes With Apples. 

Three medium-sized sweet potatoes, 
4 medium-sized apples, 1-2 cup sugar, 
3 tablespoons butter. 
_ Wash the sweet potatoes and cook 
in the skins in boiling water. Cool 
and peel. Cut the potatoes and raw 
apples in slices. Place in alternate 
layers in a buttered baking dish. 
Sprinkle sugar over each layer and dot 
with butter. Add a little water and 
bake until apples and sweet potatoes 
are soft and brown on top. 

Grated Sweet Potato Pudding. 

Four eggs, 2 cups sweet milk, 1 
quart ground sweet potatoes (raw), 
1 cup sugar, 1-4 cup butter, 1 tea- 
spoon nutmeg, 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 
1-2 teaspoon salt. 

Beat eggs without separating, un- 
til well mixed, add the milk, and stir. 


Mix spices and sugar with the sweet | d 


potato, add the melted butter and mix 
with the eggs and milk. Pour occa- 
sionally as the potato browns on the 
sides and top. The pudding should be 
grainy or nutty. Serve plain or with 
a sauce or whipped cream. If cooked 
in a steamer or fireless cooker, no 
stirring is necessary. 

Ham Smothered With Sweet Potatoes. 

1 slice ham, 3 sweet potatoes, sliced 
(boiled until almost tender), 2 table- 
spoons sugar, 1 cut hot water. 

Brown the ham slightly on both 
sides and place in a baking dish. 
Spread the sliced sweet potatoes over 
the ham and sprinkle with the sugar. 
Add the hot water to the drippings, 
pour over the ham and sweet potatoes, 
cover and bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) until the ham is 
tender. Baste occasionally with the 
gravy, toward the last remove the 
lid and let the top brown. 

Sweet Potato Croquettes. 

Two cups mashed potato, 1-4 tea- 
spoon salt, 1-2 cup chopped nuts, 1-4 
teaspoon cayenne, 1-2 teaspoon pap- 
rika.

MENCKEN AND ERS 
FRAT RADIO REFORNS 


Religious Leaders Also Pro- 
test Proposal for More 
Air Education. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(?)— 
Two well-known writers—Henry L. 
Mencken and John Erskine—today 
employed the caustic section of their 
vocabularies in criticising proposals for 
giving educators and ministers more 
time on their air. 

“They couldn’t fill their whole time 
without. driving all their listeners 
away,’ asserted Mencken in a letter 


h| read to the communications commis- 


sion by 
Company. 

“If 25 per cent of the broadcasting 
facilities were allotted to this pur- 
pose,” Erskine told the commission in 
person, “it would mean that 25 per 
cent of the country’s radio time would 
enjoy complete silence.” 

M. H. Aylesworth, president of the 
National Broadcasting Company, also 
opposed increasing broadcasting facili- 
ties of non-profit organizations. He 
said the present commercial stations 
are doing an entirely adequate job. 
More than an abundance of educa- 
tional material already is sent over 
the air, he said. There must be, he 
contended, freedom of the radio as well 
as the press. 

“The pedagogues,” Mencken added, 
“now have all the time they can fill 
profitably—and more. Their  pro- 
grams, in the main, are puerile and 
dull. There is no evidence that they 
would do any better if they had all 


the National Broadcasting 


ay. 

“If theologians had control of the 
matter the more raucous and cocksure 
among them would soon be making bit- 
ter war upon the rest and the air 
would be given over to a wholesale 
disturbance of the peace.” 

Erskine, professor of English at 
Columbia University, said broadcast- 
ing is an art and “you have to re- 
member first of all that art must give 
pleasure.” 

“No education ought to be an art,” 
he added. “Education, under our 
present system, is based on force, 
compulsion. 

“There is no pressure on the teach- 
er to make his lecture broadly human. 
He has the students by the back of 
the neck. They can’t walk out on 
him, like you can twist the dial on a 
radio and get something else.” 

In addition, three religious leaders 
representing Protestants, Catholics 
and Jews, testified that broadcasting 
companies had given them whole- 


grams and they opposed any change in 
the present system. 

They were Dr. John W. Langdale. 
of New York, book editor of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church; Henry L. 
Caravatti, of Washington, represent- 
ing the National Council of Catholic 
Men, and Rabbi Jonah B, Wise, ot 
New York.

News Behind the News 


By PAUL MALLON. 


ROW WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The inside story of what really 

happened between the White House and the all-powerful 
United States Chamber of Commerce in the recent questionnaire 
dispute is the best tale yet to illustrate how things are done back- 
Stage in Washington. 

The White House refuses to confirm or deny it, and the cham- 
ber naturally cannot be expected to talk, but an authentic account 
of the affair can be had. It shows that the misunderstanding was 
not patched up in that recent conference between Mr. Roosevelt 
and the chamber president, Harriman, but exists worse than ever. 

Reverberations may be heard from now on. 


QUESTION MARKS The trouble began when the chamber 

some weeks ago issued that list of ques- 
tions for the president to answer, implying that he must do so to 
clear up business uncertainty. The press rather generally inter-. 
preted the questionnaire as a noble effort to put the president on 
the spot. Mr. Roosevelt later said the questions sounded like that 
old one, “Why did you stop beating your wife?” 

The White House was upset and began an investigation to deter- 
mine whether the chamber had ever before issued a questionnaire 
to a president. No precedent could be found. 

The C. of C. is understood to have informed New Dealérs pri- 
vately that the questions were not intended to be questions at all. 
They were simply a list of ‘‘subjects,” like those which the chamber 
had occasionally in the past submitted to previous presidents, 

That took the sting out of them a little, but not much, because 
all the so-called “subjects” still had question marks behind them. 
Also, the president was still publicly left on the spot. 


PEACE? After that phase quieted down, the chamber is under- 

stood to have dispatched an emissary to the White 
House, in an effort to make peace. This emissary explained the 
chamber was not gunning for the New Dealers and that Mr. Harri- 
man would like to see Mr. Roosevelt. 


_ No definite answer was given then, but before the emissary got 
back to chamber headquarters, the White House called up Mr. Harri- 
man and told him to come over. 


The conference was highly successful. The gentlemen shook 
hands and peace was again established. But Mr. Harriman walked 
out of the conference and informed newsmen that he had been 
called to the White House by the president. 


You can imagine what effect that had on the Hyde Park squire 
when he saw it in the papers. He had decided to forget about the 
question marks, but here was Mr. Harriman making it appear that 
the White House had meekly initiated the peace arrangements, 


It was obviously only an unfortunate circumstance, but when 
two circumstances like that occur in succession, they become some- 
thing more than circumstances. Unquestionably the affair will bé 
Straightened out eventually, but just now it is dangerous to men- 
tion the C. of C. around the White House. 


IDEA The story being told in New Deal circles is that the C. 

of C. list was first prepared by two prominent bankers, 
whose names you all know, one in Chicago and one in New York. 
Both are leaders in the C. of C. It was in much stronger language 
when they originally offered it. The chamber directors toned it 
down considerably before making it public.

CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—(#)—Ar 
D. Whiteside, member of the aie 
dustrial recovery board and president

The 
national recovery act itself, he said, 
was “irrevocably” favored by 80 per 
cent of the men under the codes.

MacCracken Testifies. 

Voicing similar criticism of the 
'present system of air mail contracts, 
William P. MacCracken, former as- 
sistant secretary of commerce in 
charge of aeronautics, also urged the 
concentration of all government civil 
‘aviation functions in a single agency. 
He disagreed with a previous witness, 
Carleton Putnam, of Memphis, Tenn., 
president of the Pacific Seaboard Air- 
line, who favored placing control over 
air regulation in the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

“As the railroads transport more 
mail than any other single agency,” 
said Mr. MacCracken, “it is quite 
natural to turn to their experience 
‘and suggest that the rate making 
power be placed in a bi-partisan com- 
mission. The next question § arises 
‘should it be the same commission 
that fixes the rates for the railroads 
or should there be a separate aviation 
commission?” In my opinion the in- 
terstate commerce commission has 
plenty to do in its own field. The 
air and rail problems are entirely dif- 
‘ferent. J would, therefore, suggest 
ithat the jurisdiction be vested in & 
Lpermanent bi-partisan commission.” 
| Kstablished Carriers. 

Touching on the recent postoffice 
‘air mail contract cancellation order, 
Mr. MacCracken said, ‘‘It is generally 
agreed that it is not in the interest of 
a sound air transportation policy to 
require the contractor to bid period- 
ically for the right to carry mail over 
‘a route which it has pioneered, and 
'on which it has developed passenger 
‘and express traffic, and along which 

it has established repair bases and 
other ground facilities.”

Luck Held. 


The remarkable luck that attended 
the abductor from the start continued 
for the time. It kept him from hav- 
ing to return to Louisville to face 
the government’s determined efforts 
to send him to the electric chair. 
Three or four times before Mrs. Stoll 
was released federal agents missed 
catching him by minutes. They were 
confident such luck could not con- 
tinue. 

As the relentless hunt by federal, 
state and city forces methodically 
went on, a special grand jury was 
ordered to meet Saturday to indict 
Robinson, his young wife and his 
father, Thomas Henry Robinson Sr. 
All three were named late yesterday 
in a warrant charging kidnaping and 
conspiracy to kidnap the young s0- 
ciety woman here October 10. 


Father Arrested. 


The elder Robinson was arrested in 
Nashville on the federal warrant in 
line with the determination expressed 
here by department of justice investi- 
gators to proscute all three. 


Mrs. Frances Robinson, in jail here 
in default of $50,000 bond, pleaded 
for counsel again today and Clem W. 
Huggins, a leading criminal lawyer, 
gave her his services. He said that for 
“old times sake” he also would de- 
fend the elder Robinson, with whom 
he went to school in Nashville as a 
boy. 

“IT will not defend young Robinson, 
though, if he is caught,” the attorney 


Huggins, after a talk with his client, 
who had spent an almost sleepless 
night in jail, declared she was “abso- 
lutely in the ¢lear,” and that he would 
e to have her bail reduced to 
about $5,000.” 


Police went into action at Peoria, 
Canton and Chicago, Ill., and Jeffer- 
son City, Mo., on receipt of reports 
that a man resembling Robinson had 
been seen. From Paducah, Ky., came 
word that bank notes believed to be 
those among the ransom money had 
been found, but these bills, like those 
in numerous other cities, were said by 
federal authorities not to be the ones.

advertising agencies on topics specifi- 
call connected with the problems and 
progress of the men and women who 
make up the membership of the vari- 
ous advertising agencies in Atlanta. 
His subject yesterday related to the 
improvements being made in adver- | 


It was natural, Mr. Gamble said, 


provements in advertising of all types. | 
necessary for unusual efforts to be 


led to a 
closer study of copy, an analysis of 
results. and improved methods of test- 
ing out copy in various ways evolved 
by the advertisers and advertising 
agencies. 

One result of these increased efforts 
to obtain business was the accentua- 
tion of unsound tendencies, for it was 
necessary for such _ advertisers who 
have taken a wrong direction in their 
copy and methods to overaccentuate 
them in order to obtain business in a 
time of strong competition. As a re- 
sult, deficiencies and fallacies were 
more easily observed and were there- 
fore quicker to draw adverse criticism, 
and in sequence led to reform among 
those advertisers who overstep good 
taste and indulge in inaccuracies. 

The improvements which have been 
noted most recently were grouped by 
Mr. Gamble under two headings— 
technical and structural. Among the 
improvements designated by him as 
technical, he referred to dramatized 
ads. in which human _ interest was 
highly developed, and in this connec- 
tion referred to the use of comics by 
advertisers and the use of space, in 
large and small quantities, in the 
comic sections of the various news- 
papers. There had also been, he said. 
a renewed interest in the study of 
results which might be obtained by

Mr. Gamble stated, too, 
that color advertising in the newspa- 
pers had been vastly improved and 
that it was possible to obtain an ex- 
cellent type of color printing on high- 
speed presses. In this connection he 
referred to the improvement which 
had taken place in the radio field, 
which had begun in a rather ballyhoo 
fashion but that now was finding its 
stride and bringing to many programs 
stars of the movie field as well as 
singers of national repute. 

In his reference to what he called 
structural improvements, he said that 
this was the trpe of improvement 
which required the co-operation of 
various factors. He particularly re- 
ferred to the improvements in the 
Audit Bureau of Circulations in its 
study of circulation, the method by 
which it was obtained, and its distri- 
bution in metropolitan and trading 
Areas, 

Mr. Gamble etated that out-of-door 
advertising was also placing itself on 
a basis which would remove any hit- 
and-miss calculations with the effec- 
tiveness of ads where the value of a 
disnlay location was concerned. 

In closing his talk. Mr. Gamble 
read the seven-point copy code, which 
is the basis of the move which adver- 
tisers are making toward preparing 
and printing copy which will be not 
only effective but truthful. The code 
follows:

An Informative Pass. 
High cards are located in the op- 
ponents’ hands by two nfain methods. 
One method, of course, is by reading 
the opponents leads, discards and gen- 
eral manner of defense. The other 


method, which is equally if not more 
important, is a careful review of the 
bidding. 

Each ltdd that either of the oppo- 
nents has made should give to the 
astute Declarer a certain amount of 
information. Naturally, when play- 
ing against tricky opponents who re- 
sort to a great many psychic bids, the 
task of locating high cards from the 
bidding is much more difficult. There 
is one inference which can be made, 
however, which is sure,. whether the 
opponents are sound or psychic. This 
inference is derived not from an ac- 
tual bid made by a player, but from 
his failure to make a bid. Since uo 
player in his right mind will de- 
cline to make a good sound opening 
bid. certain high cards may often be 
assumed not to be in the hand of 
the player who passed originally. For 
example:

The hand was played in a match 
point duplicate game and this ac 
counts for East’s rather daring double 
in an effort to fight for a part-score. 
North made a very doubtful decision 
in not passing the three-heart bid 
around to his partner, who would 
probably have doubled and would cer- 
tainly have defeated the opposing con- 
tract several tricks. 

At any. rate, against the optimistic 
four-spade contract West opened the 
club ten. East won with the king, 
laid down the ace, and then led the 
jack. South's queen won the third 
round, the thirteenth club of course 
being set up in Dummy. 

South now knew that he could ful- 
fill his contract without ruffing any 
hearts in Dummy, merely by guess- 
He played the 
ace of spades and then cashed his king 
of diamonds. He now played the 
spade queen and then a low spade 
tu Dummy. The diamond ace and the 
good club were cashed for two heart 
discards and Dummy’s singleton heart 
was now led. Each quite properly 
duc':ed, and South, without hesita- 
tion, played the jack. 

It is true that the East player had 
doubled two spades for a _ takeout, 


thus implying that the East hand con- 


tained most of the high cards. How- 
ever, South remembered one thing 
which was much more important, and 
that was that the East player had 
passed originally. East had shown 
up with the ace-king-jack clubs and 
very probably had an honor in dia- 
monds to stand a three-diamond re- 
sponse to the-takeout double. If East 
held the heart Ace in addition, he 
would have had over three honor-tricks 
and could not very well have passed, 
no matter what system he was using. 
With the heart ace marked in the 
West hand, the heart king could not 
be the correct play, and the jack was 
indicated. Since East held the queen, 
South's jack forced the Ace, and the 
contract of four spades was ful- 
filled. It was not a bid made, but 
a bid not made, which gave South the -

2 MORE ARRESTED 
INASSASSINATIONS 


France Seeks Alleged 
Brains of Gang Held in 
Turin, Italy. 


PARIS, Oct. 18.—(#)—France to- 
night moved to extradite and try for 
complicity in the Marseille murders 
two men arrested today at Turin, 
Italy, as alleged chieftain of thret 
confessed Croat terrorists held here. 

A surete nationale inspector hurried 
off to Turin to identify the two men 
as Dr. Ante Pavelich and Eugene 
Kvaternik, named respectively as “the 
brain” and “the delegate’ of the band 
charged with assassinating King Alex- 
jander, of Yugoslavia, and Foreign 
Minister Louis Barthou, of France. 

He will also arrange to have the 
two men held in custody until France 
arranges for their extradition to stand 
trial at Marseille along with Mio 
Kraj, Zvonemer Pospechil and Ivan 
Ratich. the confessed Balkan revolu- 
tionaries held here. 

Search Narrowed. 

Seizure of Pavelich and Kvaternik by 
Italian police, acting on tips from 
French authorities, narrowed the ac- 
tive search for accomplices of the Mar- 
seille murderer to three. 

They are the mysterious and beau- 
tiful Czechoslovak “gun girl,” Marie 
Voudroch, the supposed chief of the 
band’s camp in Hungary, Gustave 
Perec, and another man whose name 
popped into the case today for the 
first time, Mio Bzik, the “beetle-brow- 
ed glassmaker.” 

Police suspect Bzik was the man 
who furnished Rajtich, Pospechil and 
Kraj with Hungarian passports in 
Hungary and sent them to Switzer- 
land to meet Vladimir Georgieff Tcher- 
mozemsky, the assassin of Marseille, 
and Kvaternik. 

Master Mind. 

The authorities today disclosed that 
Pavelich was called the “master mind” 
of the assassination plot in confes- 
sions of the three men held at Mar- 
seille. 

He was described as the chief of the 
Croat separatist terrorist organization, 
the ustashi, a former Yugoslav deputy, 
the 50-year-old Pavelich fled Yugo- 
slavia after the assassination of Ste- 
phan Radicn, peasant leader, in 1928, 
the authorities said, adding that in 
1929 he was condemned to death in 
Absentia by Yugoslav courts for con- 
spiring against Yugoslavia. 

French authorities were informed 
that Pavelich, during recent years, 
has been almost constantly on the 
‘move in Austria, Italy and Hungary. 

He is accused by Yugoslav authori- 
ties of recruiting one of the greatest 
secret gangs of political gunmen in 
history and establishing them on the 
Janka Puszta farm just across the 
Yugoslav border in Hungary where-
